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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

I. Species of Paragraph [00071 in the Specification illustrates : 
Moving a graphical element displayed on a first display to a second 
display of different resolution; and scaling the graphical element on the 
second display such that the image has a different pixel size on a 
second display then it did on the first display. 

II. Species of Paragraph [00081 in the Specification illustrates : 
Obtaining a graphical element and allocating the graphical element to 
the first or second display. 

III. Species of Paragraph [00101 in the Specification illustrates : 
Simultaneously displaying graphical elements scaled to a high 
resolution on a high-resolution display and graphical elements scaled 
to a low resolution on a low-resolution display. 



Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
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generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic 
claims.
